For some time the new mili- | 


tary organisation, though 
modest in slze and defen- 
alve in nature, has come to 
be regarded by military 
experts as a tightly-orga- 
mised, well-trained force 
which is, man for man, one 
of the best in Asla.

Union, with whom there was 
trouble a few yeurs ago 
over the islands jmmediate- 
ly adjoining Japan’s moun- 
talnous northern island, 
Tho only armoured division 
in the Army is still 
stationed on Hokkuldo. 


ECENT conclusions are 
that forcign direct in- 
vasion {x unlikely for the 
next five years at any rate. 
On the contrary expecti- 
tions of so-called Indirect 
. invasions have been raised. 
Tho Defence Agency Direc- 
‘tor told the Lower House 
that the Defence Force was 
“more of a- police’ force 
agoinst internal trouble 
than against foreign in- 
vasion.” The endless de- 
monstrations, snake dances, 
and other disorders provok- 
ed by the Communists and 
their Socialist allies a year 
ago suggest one form of 
penetration. 

Another source of anxiety! is 
still Korea. It may be that 
the recent military coup will 
in fact not only stabilise 
tho situation in the South. 
but actually frustrate all 

- the schemes of the Commu- 

* nists for a take-over. “That 
remains to be acen. The 
‘aplit between . the military 
so econ after the original 
coup was very disquieting. 
Instead of being n stabilis- 
Ing factor, as it has been 
all along, the Army might 
well prove the most dan- 
gerous factor of all, But 
Japan's position would cer- 
tainly be serious indeed if 
‘South Korea, for grhatever 
reason, collapsed, 


ORLD communism has

Car imports meanwhile scor- 
ed a mild surge in May, accord- 
ing to delayed statistics publish- 
ed by R. L. Polk and Co, The 
May tolal of 34,374 car Smport 
registrations (actual sales) wos 
the highest in seven months, 
comparing with 32,344 units in 
April and 44,218 in May 1060, 

For the first five months of 
this year, car tmport registra 
‘llons totalled 153,151 or 6.67 per 
cent of the U.S, automobile mar- 
ket. This campared with 224,863 
forelgn cdr registrations, In the 
first five months of lost year. 
The penctration of the U.8, car 
market then was just over elght 
per cent.

The May forelyn car figures 
were significant for another rea- 
son: Volkswagen still dominated 
the market, of course, but its 
penetration was unly 43 per cent, 
compared with the peak of 52 
per cent tt January.

But, the defeat was not 0 
much due to the political per- 
sonality of Mr Marshall as to the 
wide open spilt that developed 
in the PAP a few days before 
tho vlection. , The PAP rebels 
threw thelr support to Mr Mar- 
shall at the last moment and he 
beat the PAP enndidate by o 
respectable 600 votes, 

The crisis. in the PAP hod 
been bullding uo for weeks 
before the Anson by-election 
and it seems that the rebels hod 
planned thelr move to coincide 
with tho by-election so os to 
bring the crisis to a head 
on the eve of the election in on 
attempt to oust the present PAP 
leadership, led by the Prime 
Minister, Mr Lee Kaun-yew. ° 

The split was Ied by six 
powerful trade unionists, all 
leaders of the Singapore Trades 
Union Congress, Three of them 
hold. political secretary jobs.with 
ihe government — Mr Lee has 
fald them to resign—and four 
of them were former polltical 
detainees who were releaved 
when tho PAP was voted into 
power {n 1959, 


‘UNIONISTS’ 


The unlonists, led by Mr Lim 
Chin-slong, who was detatned 
by the Lim Yew-hock Govern- 
ment after the Chinese middle 
school -riots in 1958, havo called 
on the Government’ to, releuse 
ait political detainees, The 
untonists’ argument is that since 
al the big political detainees 
hod been” released, there was 
no reason for the “smalifry” to 
languish in prison.
